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ORDERS IN COUNCIL 


RELATING TO THE 


~WAR- PURCHASING COMMISSION

Certified copy of a Report of the Committee of the Privy Council, approved by 
His Royal Highness the Governor General on the 8th of May, 1915. 


The Committee of the Privy Council have had before them a report, dated 
4th May, 1915, from the Right Honourable the Prime Minister, directing atten- 
tion to the provisions of the War Appropriation Act, 1915, which set out that 
in addition to the ordinary grants of Parliament a sum not exceeding one hun- 
dred million dollars ($100,000,000) may be paid and applied towards defray- 
ing the expenses incurred by and under the authority of the Governor in Council 
during the year ending March 31, 1916, in the conduct of the military and other 
operations undertaken by Canada, arising out of the European war now in 
progress. : 

In view of the special and extraordinary expenditures entailed by these 
operations, the Prime Minister submits that it is in the public interest that a 
Commission be appointed, composed of persons of experience in the conduct of 
business affairs, who, under the authority of and responsible to the Governor in 
Council, shall control the making of contracts in connection with such expendi- 
tures and perform such other functions as are hereinafter set out. 

The Prime Minister, therefore, recommends that a Commission be appointed 
and that the constitution, powers, duties and regulations under which the Com- 
mission shall act shall be as follows :— ; 


1. The Commission shall be known as the War Purchasing Commission and 
shall consist of three honorary members appointed by the Governor in Council. 
There shall be a Secretary to the Commission appointed by the Governor in Coun- 
cil upon the recommendation of the Commission at a salary approved by the 
Governor in Council. 


2. The concurrence of at least two of its members shall be necessary for the 
execution of any act by the Commission, and the act of two of its members shall 
be deemed to be the act of the Commission. 


3. All purchases of clothing, equipment, arms, guns, ammunition, horses, 
munitions and materials of war and supplies of every kind, and all contracts for 
such purposes, and all contracts for transportation, payable out of the funds 
appropriated by the War Appropriation Act, 1915, or out of the funds appro- 
‘priated by any other Act for the purpose enumerated in the War Appropriation 
Act, 1915, shall be made by the Commission or made under its direction and con- 
trol, and the Commission is hereby empowered on behalf of the Government to 
make such purchases and to enter into or direct and control the making of such 
contracts. 


4, The Commission shall on behalf of the Government enter into and direct 
all purchases of supplies and munitions of war which the Government may under- 
take for the British or any allied Government, excepting such purchases as fall 
within the scope of the functions of the Shell Committee. 
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5. Before any such contract as is mentioned in paragraph 3 hereof is made, 
authority for expenditures of money appropriated by the War Appropriation 
Act, 1915, or any Act appropriating money for the purposes for which expendi- 
ture can be made under that Act, must be given by Order in Council in accord- 
ance with the said Act. This authority may be a general authority for making 
expenditures necessary to effect any of the purposes authorized by the Act or it 
may be a specific authority approving of the making of certain purchases; and 
all Orders in Council hereafter passed granting such authority shall be on the 
recommendation of the Prime Minister, based upon the report, concurred in by 
the Commission, of the Department concerned. 


6. No contract shall be made by the Commission or under its authority except 
upon requisitions made upon the Commission by the Department concerned. Such 
requisition shall refer to the Order in Council authorizing the expenditure ealled 
for by the requisition and shall state with particularity (a) the articles and 
materials needed, the quantity and description thereof and the time and place of 
delivery; (b) the nature of the service to be contracted for. The Commission 
shall have no authority to change or vary such requisition, but may in respect 
thereof make through the Prime Minister to the Governor in Couneil such repre- 
sentations as it sees fit. 


7. In respect of all contracts to be made by the Commission or to be entered 
into on its behalf, the following regulations shall obtain as far as practicable — 


(a) Tenders shall be called for; 
(b) Purchases shall be made and contracts given at the lowest price offered. 


These regulations may be departed from only in cases of urgency due to 
military considerations of the moment or for other good and sufficient reason, and 
in any such case the grounds of the departure shall be clearly recorded. 


8. If the contract is entered into by the Commission directly or by any one 
on its behalf other than officers of the Department concerned, the contract and all 
particulars thereof shall be communicated forthwith to the Department con- 
cerned. It shall be the duty of the officers of the Department concerned, subject 
to the supervision of the Commission, to see that all contracts made under the 
authority of paragraph 3 hereof are performed in accordance with the respective 
terms of such contracts. 


9. The Commission may make enquiry as to the quantities of military and 
naval stores and other munitions and materials of war in the possession of the 
Government, the respective quantities or number of the like contracted for and 
not delivered, as well as the probable needs in the immediate future forall such 
stores, munitions and materials. 


10. The Commission may, on the authority of and at a rate of remuneration 
approved by the Governor in Council, employ such expert assistants as may by 
the Commission be deemed necessary, in order that complete information in refer- 
ence to the matters mentioned in paragraph 9 may at all times be available, and 
such assistants may be employed by the Commission to revise and perfect methods 


of keeping records in regard thereto for the use of the Commission and the 
Departments concerned. 


11. It shall be the duty of the Departments concerned and of all officers and 
employees of the Government to afford to the Commission all possible information 
im regard to any of the matters falling within the scope of the duties and powers 
of the Commission as herein set out and to co-operate with the Commission in the 


performance of such duties and the exercise of such powers whenever required by 
the Commission. 
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12. All regevant Departmental and other records, documents and papers 
shall be placed at the disposal of the Commission. 

13. The Commission may make report to the Prime Minister from time to 
time in reference to any matter within the scope of its duties as herein outlined, 
with any recommendations the Commission may see fit to make; and the Governor 
in Council and the Prime Minister may require from the Commission a report 
in regard to any of such matters. 

14. The Commission shall keep a systematic record of all its transactions. 


15. The Commission shall be furnished with such office accommodation as 
may be necessary and may employ such number of officers, clerks and servants, 
at such rates of remuneration, not exceeding amounts named, as the Governor in 
Council may approve. 

16. The members of the Commission shall be entitled to be reimbursed all 
travelling expenses and to be paid a living allowance of ten dollars per diem while 

-actually engaged in the work of the Commission. 


17. All salaries, wages and other expenditures incurred under the authority 
hereof shall be payable out of moneys appropriated by the War Appropriation 
Act, 1915, or any Act appropriating moneys for the purposes mentioned in that 
Act. 

18. The following shall ‘be the members of the Commission : 

The Honourable Albert Edward Kemp, of Toronto; George Frederick 
‘Galt, Esquire, of Winnipeg; and Hormisdas Laporte, Esquire, of 
Montreal. 
The first named shall be Chairman. 


19. All purchases of supplies and articles mentioned in the third paragraph 

hereof made out of the said appropriation before the passing of this Minute 

7 and all Contracts therefor shall be examined and reported upon by the said 
| Commission. 

The Committee concur in the foregoing and submit the same for approval.

Dear Mr. Kemp,—I have given considerable thought to the subject of the 
investigation of the stores and accounting methods of the Department of Militia 
both as to whether we could be of assistance to the Commission and as to the 
question of the basis on which an arrangement might be made. 

As to the first question, our organization has from time to time undertaken 
many important government investigations—our London Office, for instance, 
having investigated the War Office, our New York Office the United States Post 
Office, and our offices here having made investigations of various departments 
for the public service commission of 1911. Since the outbreak of the war the 
Government in England has made extensive use of accountants’ services in 
important work and our senior partner there has been retained as adviser in the 
adjustment between the Government and the railways resulting from the taking 
over of the latter by the former; our resident partner in Cairo has also been 
appointed sequestrator of the property of the ex-Khedive. Not only by reason 
of this experience but perhaps even more by our experience with the large organ- 
izations conducted on purely business lines and also state and municipal org.vn- 
izations I am confident we could be of real service to the Commission. 

As to the basis upon which an arrangement could be made, I thoroughly 
appreciate the need for economy in conducting the investigation, and person- 
ally I should like to feel that I was able to make some contribution towards 
carrying out the task that devolves on every part of the Empire at this time. 
I know that my partners share this view and indeed one of our London partners 
has undertaken in a honorary capacity the supervision of the collection and 


finance of the Prince of Wales’ National Relief Fund and another of the London ~ 


partners in a similar capacity for Princess Mary’s Fund, and we here and in 
Ottawa are acting as honorary auditors of the Patriotic Fund. 

Tf it would be of any service to the Commission, therefore, I should be very 
glad to place myself at the Commission’s disposal without compensation, with 
the understanding that any services of members of my firm’s staff which it 
might be necessary to call for would be compensated on the usual scale of 
charges with which you are familiar, viz., $25 per day for seniors and $15 per 
day for Juniors, and we should expect to recover all out-of-pocket expenses. 
In making this suggestion I realize that the work will be largely of a character 
which could not be delegated but would require personal attention and if the 
Jommission should entrust the work to me I should give it prior claim on my 


time whilst the work was in progress. Our London firm, would, of course, be 


glad to carry out any work in this connection, which might be required abroad, 
on the same basis.

Agreement made this day of May, 1915, by and between 


H. W. Brown as Director of Contracts, representing and duly empowered to 
represent the Department of Militia and Defence of the Canadian Government, 
party of the first part, and Colt’s Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing Company, 
having its place of business at Hartford, Connecticut, in the United States of 
America, hereinafter referred to as the “Colt’s Company, ’’ party of the second 
part, WITNESSETH : 

ARTICLE 1. 


The Canadian Government gives to the Colt’s Company an order for 250

The party of the first part agrees to pay to the party of the second 
part the sum of Six hundred Fifty Dollars ($650) for each gun with equip- 
ment per Article 1, and for the extras as per prices shown on Exhibit ‘‘A’’ 
attached hereto, delivered f.o.b. Hartford, Connecticut. 

Payments are to be made for the Canadian Government in New York City 
in American Dollars, and the conditions of payment are to be as follows: 

Twenty-five per cent. (25%) of the total amount of the supply covered by 
this contract is to be paid at the time of the signing thereof. Thereafter the 
party of the first part will pay to the Colt’s Company, upon presentation of 
invoices and bills of lading at such bank in New York City as may be designated 
by the Canadian Government, the full purchase price of all supply delivered as 
aerein provided until seventy-five per cent. (75%) of the same shall have been 
delivered and paid for. After seventy-five per cent. (75%) of the supply deliv- 
ered hereunder shall have been delivered and paid for, the twenty-five per cent. 
(25%) paid at the time of the excution of this contract shall be applied to the 
payment of the balance of said supply as and when invoices and bills of lading 
are delivered to the party of the first part. 

At the time of the execution of this contract and the payment of the twenty- 
five per cent. (25%) hereinabove provided for, the Colt’s Company will deliver 
to the party of the first part a bond in an amount equal to said twenty-five per 
cent. (25%) for the faithful performance of its obligations hereunder, such bond 
io be approved by the party of the first part both as to its form and the proposed 
surety or sureties thereon. 

ARTICLE 4. 


The Colt’s Company agrees that the Canadian Government shall have the 
privilege of designating an inspector or inspectors who shall have free access 
to the premises of the Colt’s Company where manufacturing hereunder is taking 
place and the right of inspecting the articles and parts included in the supply 
herein contracted for, and the Colt’s Company further agrees to furnish without 
charge to the inspector or inspectors on demand the necessary instructions and 
- instruments for their use during the inspection of the articles and parts of this 
supply. However, in view of the extremely short time for the delivery of the 
supply, Article 2, it is hereby fully and clearly understood and mutually

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agreed that the operations of the said inspector or inspectors must be so timed 
and executed as in no way to cause any delay in or interference with the manu- 
facture and delivery of the supply herein contracted for. . ;

The Colt’s Company shall furnish the necessary ammunition for its stan- 
jard tests of the supply herein provided for, it being understood, however, that } 
che said inspectors may, if they so desire, make tests with additional ammuni- 
tion to be supplied by the party of the first part. 
ARTICLE 6. 
It is further agreed between the parties hereto that supplementary time 
limits shall be accorded by the Canadian Government to the Colt’s Company 
for delays caused by Governmental interference, strikes, or other conditions be- 
yond the control of the Colt’s Company.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before them a report, dated 
14th May, 1915, from the War Purchasing Commission, stating that the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defence recommended that authority be given for the pur- 

- ehase of 150 Motor Truck Bodies for 3 Ton Motor Trucks, Kelley pattern, from 
the Nova Scotia Car Works, Limited, at $160.00 each, f.o.b. factory. These bodies 
to be of War Office pattern and in accordance with drawings and specifications 
therefor to be furnished to the contractors by the Department of Militia and 
Defence. 

The Commission observe that the Quartermaster General states that these 
Motor Truck Bodies are to replace 150 ordered upon specification written by 
Col. Hurdman and drawings prepared by him as Inspector of Carriages; that 
they were made from sample of a two ton body, although the specification is 
written for three ton body, and are too small for the purpose for which they 
were intended overseas ; 

He further states that some of these bodies are being used by the Militia 
Department; that more will be used for camps this summer, and that the remain-” 
der are thoroughly serviceable, and such as are not used can be disposed of 

gradually ; 

He also states that the Ottawa Car Company have put in a tender for the 
new bodies at $165.00 each; that a further bid has been received from the Nova 
Seotia Car Works, Limited, Halifax, at $160.00 each, and he recommends, there- 
fore, that 150 bodies be purchased at this lower bid from the Nova Scotia Car 
Works, Limited.

Ist June, 1915, from the War Purchasing Commission, representing that the 
Department of Militia and Defence submit the following statement of facts and 
recommendation for the consideration and approval of Council :— 

1. By Order in Council of March 17th, 1915, authority was given for the 
making of a contract with the Quebec Railway, Light, Heat & Power 
Company, Limited, for the supply of electric power for the manufac- 
turing operations of the Dominion Arsenal, Quebee, for five years end- 
ing March 20th, 1920; 

2. The precise form which the contract should take was also prescribed and 
fixed by the same Order in Council; to be identical with a draft agree- 
ment or contract submitted with the recommendation of the Minister 
of Militia, dated 15th March, 1915; 

3. It now appears that this form does not sufficiently define the parties to 
the agreement; and it is desired to substitute a new form of agree- 
ment making this quite clear. 

The Commission, therefore, recommend that authority be given to substi- 
tute the accompanying draft form of agreement for the original agreement auth- 
orized by the Order in Council of March 17th.

That Messrs. Turner & Company have been contractors for the Admiralty 
for years past, and have manufactured and supplied clasp knives of the Army 


and Navy pattern to the Canadian Militia for several years; also 


That during the past six months, difficulty has been experienced in placing 
orders for knives and razors with British manufacturers, upon satisfactory terms 
in respect of deliveries. About a month ago, Messrs. Turner & Company notified 
the Department of Militia and Defence that they were now able to supply 10,000 
clasp knives monthly ; 

That the Deputy Minister of Militia and Defence recommends that the order 
for these knives be immediately placad with Messrs. Turner & Company by cable. 
The knife is of good quality and the prices are considered fair and reasonable ; 

That during the last five months, quotations have been obtained from Map- 
pin & Webb, Sheffield ; Hibbard, Spencer, Bartlett & Company, Chicago; A. Me- 
Farlane & Company, Montreal, representing Challenge Cutlery Company of 
Bridgeport, Conn., and others; but Messrs. Turner & Company offer better terms 
both as to price and deliveries.

2. The Lewis Machine gun has been tested by Officers of the Militia Depart- 
ment and reported satisfactory and recommended for purchase by the Chief of 
the General Staff, Major General Gwatkin. 


3. This purchase is approved by the War Office, as will appear from the 
exchange of cablegrams on the 20th and 21st, instant, between the Minister of 
Mibtia and the War Office. 

4. The Savage Arms Company undertake to begin delivery in four months’ 
time and to complete delivery within six months’ time; which is much earlier than 
the dates offered by the Colt’s Arms Company.

The Committee of the Privy Council have had before them a Report, dated 
12th July, 1915, from the War Purchasing Commission, submitting that the 
Department of Militia and Defence recommend that authority be given to pur- 
chase technical medical equipment, dressings, drugs, etc., for No. 3 Clearing Hos- 
pital, C. E. F. (Winnipeg). 

The Commission observe that this hospital is now being mobilized and is 
expected to embark for overseas service at an early date. 

Requisitions for the necessary equipment have been submitted by Major 
Potter, Acting Director General of Medical Services, to the estimated value of 
$9,105.35, and he asks for early delivery, in order that the equipment of the 
hospital may be completed before its departure. 

Major Potter suggests that out of the entire list, stores of a special character 
to the value of $1,406.25 be purchased in England and delivered to the hospital 
there. 

Copies are attached of Major Potter’s lists of stores to be purchased in Eng- 
land and in Canada respectively. 

The accompanying memorandum to the Director of Contracts gives some- 
what in detail the procedure which he would propose to follow in purchasing 
these supplies, provided authority is given for the expenditure. 

The Committee, on the recommendation of the Acting Prime Minister, advise 
that the requisite authority be granted accordingly.

The Commitee of the Privy Council have had before them a Report from 
the War Purchasing Commission, dated 12th July, 1915, stating that the Depart- 
ment of Militia and Defence recommends that authority be granted to purchase 
technical medical equipment, dressings, drugs, ete., for No. 6 General Hospital, 
C. E. F., British Columbia. 

The Commission state that this hospital is now being mobilized and is ex- 
pected to embark for overseas service at an early date; 

That requisitions for the necessary equipment have been submitted by Major 
Potter, Acting Director General of Medical Services, to the estimated value of 
$24,840.31; and that he asks for early delivery in order that the equipment of the 
hospital may be completed before its departure; ° 

Major Potter suggests that out of the entire list, stores of a special character 
to the value of $5,353.20 be purchased in England and delivered to the hospital 
there.

The Commission observe that of the quantity of feed belts required, 2,000 
have already been ordered from the Colt Arms Co. by authority of an Order 
in Council, 19th June, 1915, P. C. 1432; but the Director of Stores has since called 
for an additional supply of 5,000 belts; making a total now required :— 


850 Ammunition Chests, 
20,000 Feed Belts. 


That these supplies have hitherto been procured from the Colt Arms Co. 
at $3 each for the Feed Belts and $5 each for the Ammunition Chests. At these 
prices the total cost of the quantities now required would be $64,250. 

That arrangements have been made, however, to procure the Feed Belts from 
the Dominion Textile Co., Ltd., Montreal, at $2.25 per belt, f.0.b. Ottawa; and 

an ammunition chest of satisfactory quality and design can be procured from 
Canadian Manufacturers at about $1.25 each. The total estimated cost of the 
supplies now required, if procured from Canadian manufacturers, will therefore 
be about $46,062.50 or a saving of $18,187.50. These supplies are required to 
equip 550 Colt’s Guns already purchased or now under order.

With regard to folios 1 and 13, I beg to recommend that the demand for 
5,000 circular tents be carried out in full; the demand for 500 marquees be re- 
duced to 250, and that the demand tor Field Officers’ tents be cancelled. 

In explanation of this I beg to remark that at the time these demands were 
submitted, December last, it was thought that the N. P. Force would train this 
year in the usual manner ‘and that there would be approximately 30,000 men ad- 
ditional belonging to the Canadian Expeditionary Force also under canvas. It 
was also thought that there would possibly be additional requirements for con- 
centration purposes for other nationalities awaiting embarkation and possibly 
for internment camps. Circumstances, however, have changed, but it is still con- 
sidered necessary to provide the 5,000 circular tents, as very many of those now 
in use have been in the service for many years, in some instances as many as 15 
years, and therefore are well worn; with regard to marquees, the supply never 
has been equal to the requirements and there are practically none whatever avail- 
able for use as men’s dining tents, recreation rooms and other such services, and, 
at least, 250 should be supplied to meet these wants. Field Officers’ tents can 
be dispensed with. 

It is proposed to put this to the War Purchasing Commission. Do you con-

Of the stock in Ordnance charge about 50% of the tents have been five 
years or more in use and are worn thin, and as they will have considerably more 
use this year than formerly, it is expected ‘that a fairly large number will not be 
worth further repair at the end of the camping season. 

IV. The Canadian Expeditionary Force is being increased to 150,000, of 
which number 60,000 are overseas, leaving the possibility of our having to ac- 
commodate 90,000 men, or say, as a minimum, 60,000 officers and men under 
canvas before the end of the summer, as recruiting is brisk. This number will re- 
quire at least 14,000 circular tents; besides this others are required for the ac- 
commodation of Europeans and for miscellaneous purposes. 

In addition to the foregoing, there still is the possibility of our being called 
on to provide camp equipment for the Second Division, C. E. F., and other 
C. EK. F. units now in England, and if so, some 6,000 (six thousand) cireular 
tents and 200 marquees will be wanted. 

Under the circumstances I recommend that the 5,000 circular tents and 250 
marquees asked for, be provided, but there is no particular haste.

That is to say, the sum of the prices 
to be paid for all the component parts making up the gun will not exceed the 
proposed contract price of the gun itself, complete, and the Company “will fur- 
nish parts at these prices. Purchase to be subject to proper inspection by the 
Department of Militia and Defence. 

The Commission state that the Lewis Machine Gun has been tested by the 
_ Standing Small Arms Committee and reported as satisfactory. It has already 
been supplied to the British Army and Navy, as well as to the French and other 
foreign Governments. The Company’s representative states that the price is 
the same as that paid by all other Governments for these guns. ~ 

That attached hereto are copies of Minutes of meeting of the S. S. A. C., 
held at Quebec, 2nd and 38rd June, 1915, also copies of telegrams from the Ad- 
miralty and War Office, London, England, having reference to the Lewis gun. 

The Commission further state that it is understood with the Savage Arms 
Company that all inquiries coming from Canada for machine guns up to the time 
of the completion of this contract will be referred to the Department of Mita 
and Defence.

Dear Mr. Kemp,—In reply to your letter of 15th September, in regard to 
the Indents for Clothing and Stores recently sent on to you, I may say that it was 
clearly and distinctly understood by the Minister and Council that these Indents 
were to be separate and distinct from any previous requisitions. This was in- 
tended to provide a supply at the various Ordnance Depots throughout Canada, 
and to avert the complaints and difficulties we are contending with in the matter 
of supply. In addition to meeting requirements as above, it will enable the 
Department to meet the pressing demands of many units of the Canadian Militia 
which have been starved for the past year. 

In reference to the demand for Stores, the demand was based upon the 
equipment of 50,000 men, as directed by the Minister in Council, and will un- 
doubtedly be required. 

If there was a certainty of securing all the items enumerated on short notice, 
then some of them might be reduced; but from a knowledge of the difficulties 
both the Department and Commission have had in the past, I hesitate to recom- 
mend any reduction. 

When the Privy Council has passed these demands, it would, of course, rest 
with your Commission to place the contracts. 

I am quite aware, and I know the Minister of Militia and Council were also, 
that troops could not be mobilized without the authority of the Governor in 
‘= Couneil. 

_ I eannot but feel that the demands made will prove of immense advantage 

to the Service.

On the 27th February, the following reply was received from Earl 
Kitchener :- 

‘‘T quite agree that generous offer should be accepted. Our 
orateful thanks are due to the Universities.’’ 


On the 3rd March,“an Order in Council, P. C. 458, was passed, authorizing 
the payment of $5,000 to the University of Toronto to meet the expense of equip- 
ment, ete., for this purpose. In this order a reference was made to Earl 
Kitchener’s cable message of the 27th February. 

The University accordingly procured the necessary equipment, and later on 
supplied Tetanus Antitoxin to the Militia Department to meet the requirements 
of the Canadian Overseas Forces. 

The offer to, and arrangement with, the Imperial Government seems, how- 
ever, to have been overlooked,-and no action was taken thereupon until 10th 
August, 1915, when Mr. Bonar Law eabled, inquiring when and in what quan- 
tities the Tetanus Antitoxin might be expected to arrive. 

On the 30th August, a telegram was sent the Toronto University Laboratory, 
inquiring what weekly quantities they could furnish the War Office, and date of 
first shipment, to which they replied the lst September, as follows: 


‘‘Can supply five hundred 1,500 unit vial packages a week for 
the next eight weeks; then may be able to increase this number. 
First shipment to be ready September 15th. Would require imme- 
diate confirmation, otherwise cannot guarantee to obtain this 
supply.’’ 

This offer was communicated to the War Office through the Department 
of External Affairs, with the result that on the 13th September, 1915, the fol- 
lowing reply was received from the Colonial Secretary : 

‘“With reference to your telegram 7th inst., September, Army 
Council would be glad to accept offer of Toronto University. They 
inquire whether apart from this gift supplies of Tetanus Antitoxin 
are available in Canada on payment, and if so, in what quantities.’’ 


The price agreed upon with the Toronto University is 50c. per vial package. 
Their offer of the 1st inst., therefore, involves a weekly expenditure of $250.00; 
or more when the output is increased. 

As no authority has yet been given by Privy Council for the expenditure of 
any specific sum on this account, it is suggested that it might be advisable to pro- 
eure such authority, say, for a six months’ supply. At the rate mentioned, a 
six months’ supply would cost about $6,375. This would be a gift to the British 
War Office.

In answer to your letter dated 30th September: 

Two new stationary hospitals are being mobilized: one connected with Laval, 
the other with Dalhousie. 

These units are intended for service overseas, on lines of communication, 
probably in France. 
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_ The Laval Stationary Hospital replaces a Laval General Hospital, the mobil- 
ization of which, at one time intended, has since been abandoned. 
Possibly also a stationary hospital may be" mobilized in the Province of 
Saskatchewan, but the necessary authority has not yet been obtained, nor sought. 
The want of hospital accommodation which is already felt will not grow 
less as the war goes on; and the offer to raise the Laval and Dalhousie Station- 
ary Hospitals was gratefully accepted by the Army Council. 
As to cost of equipment: the medical equipment of -a stationary hospital 
costs about $7,000; the ordnance equipment about $19,000.

An Order-in-Council, P. C. 3116, dated 15th December, 1914, authorized an 
expenditure for 150 sets of spare parts of $36,000. No action was taken on this 
P. C. to procure the spare parts, the purchase of which was authorized, as from 
gubsequent information obtained from the War Office, the list was insufficient 
and incomplete, inasmuch as it did not provide the proper proportion of spare 
parts to a set. : 

The list now prepared calls for exactly the same quantities of each part a 
is specified by the War Office as being the necessary repair parts for 100 trucks 
for field service. A detailed price list giving the net cost of each part is not at 
present available, but has been promised by the manufacturers at as early a date 
as possible. The Kelly-Springfield Motor Truck Company, however, contracted 
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with the Department to supply spare parts at a price to be the same as that 
charged for the parts in a completed car, 7.e., the price for the total parts com- 
posing a car will not exceed the price charged for a completed car, less the cost 
of assembling and painting and tires. 

If this expenditure is authorized, it is proposed to order these spare parts 
from the Kelly-Springfield Motor Truck Company, Springfield, Ohio, on the 
terms of this contract.

The attached account is submitted for approval subject to the following 
observations : 

The vessel was urgently required for service in connection with the St. 
Lawrence Patrol. and it was necessary to have the work of fitting guns and 
necessary modifications to suit the vessel for such service undertaken at once 
and completed at the earliest possible date. The general nature of the altera- 
tions required was therefore explained to the officers of Messrs. Vickers, Limited, 
and they were directed to proceed as above. 

Owing to the conditions it was not feasible without considerable loss of time 
to prepare estimates and obtain tenders for the work, and arrangements were 
therefore made for the work to be carried out at an actual cost and percentage 
system, Messrs. Vickers guaranteeing that their charges would be based on the 
actual cost and proportion of establishment charges as ascertained for the period 
during which the work was in progress. to which would be added a profit on 
labour and material of approximately 20%. 

Having regard to the conditions under which the work had to be earried out. 
namely, constant. overtime and night work, urgent delivery of materials, extra 
supervision and extra work generally entailed. I do not consider this as unreason- 
able, observing that if the condition had not been urgent, 15% would appear to 
be more reasonable. 

I have examined Messrs. Vickers bookkeeping and accounts and find that 
they have allowed in their books for establishment charges and profit by the use 
of certain rates permitted by Lloyd’s representatives, the London Salvage Asso- 
ciation and the shipowners, which have been prepared with a view of limiting 
exorbitant charges. Having regard to the aforesaid conditions of the contract, 
T see no objection to this method. 


~ formed. 
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On the other hand, I should not advise these charges being regarded as a 
precedent, although I have no reason to suppose that they are exorbitant, but 
future cases require to be considered on their merits, and probably this system 
will not require to be adopted again, as it will be possible to obtain tenders. 

I would observe that Messrs. Vickers have met the Department’s require- 
ments in a very satisfactory way. The frequent additional alterations required 
must have caused considerable dislocation of their ordinary work, but they 
accepted the various requisitions without murmur, and endeavoured consci- 
entiously in each case to keep their promises of completion. 

These remarks apply to the several vessels which have been dealt with, and I 
am therefore attaching a copy of this memorandum to each. I submit that having 
regard to the amount of work done on each vessel, the charge forwarded is fair

_ With reference to Memorandum dated 15th inst., addressed to the Prime 
Minister by Chairman of War Purchasing Commission, I beg to report as fol- 
lows: 


(1) The ‘‘Magazine’’ of the short, Mk. II, rifle (Exhibit 1) is merely a 
sheet steel cartridge container ; the metal is thin, and as can be seen, is of simple 
construction and quite cheap to manufacture (30 cents). It is only used in the 
older type of rifle, 7.¢., short, Mk. II., no more of which will be manufactured. 


(2) The ‘‘Magazine’’ of the long, Mk. III. rifle, the one now in use by the 
C. E. F. (Exhibit 2) is superior in every way to that of (1), as can be seen from 
the Exhibit 2. The metal is thicker and contained in the steel box there is the 
‘“‘feed mechanism.’’ This forms a very important part of the working of the 
rifle in that 5 rounds in a charger can be loaded simultaneously into the maga- 
zine, which very much shortens the time of loading, and, therefore, increases the 
rate of fire. It is obviously more expensive to manufacture owing to the num- 
ber of parts required. The price of $2.31 is considered reasonable by the Chief 
Inspector of Arms and Ammunition, and I concur.

Based Upon an Output of 2,000,000 Rounds Per Week. 


Site.—Proposed site at Valeartier was visited and the ground space, railway 
facilities for shipment, ete., are satisfactory. It is assumed that the water from 
Valcartier River is suitable for power and household purposes. 


Power.—As far as could be ascertained, iit would appear that the Jacques 
Cartier hydraulic electric plant at low water season develops about 50 H.P., a 
part of which power is used to light the surrounding district. Therefore less than 
this amount would be available for a new plant. 1,000 H.P. would be the mini- 
mum required for the proposed new plant with the above output, not including 
lighting of subsidiary building. However, further power might be available 
from other sources in the district. 

Removal.—As the primary object of a change is the increased output of .303 
Small Arm Ball Ammunition, it would appear undesirable to hamper the output 
of Artillery Ammunition by moving the ease and shell factory at present. There 
would be sufficient space and power available at the present site to possibly in- 
crease that output, and an electric hydraulic power plant is at present being in- 
stalled for that: purpose. The present Small Arm Ammunition equipment would 
not be removed until sufficient of the new equipment was installed and produc- 
ing an equivalent of present output. 

Labour.—The proposal to install the arsenal at Valcartier demands serious 
consideration in view of the difficulty in obtaining satisfactory labour there for 
the following reasons: 

1. Skilled labour, which is essential to small arm ae manufacture, 
object to living in small centres. 


a 
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2. There is no accommodation at Valeartier at present. Special trains would 
have to be provided twice per day from Quebec to Valeartier and return, this 
journey adding over two hours to each employee’s actual working time, and this 
two hours does not, include his travel from his home to the Quebee station and 
return, — 

3. Another point is the fact that a large percentage of the employees are 
boys and girls living with their parents who will object to them working so far 
from home. 

4. The cost of transportation of employees, together with the time spent by 
them enroute, will have to be considered and will affect the cost of output. 

_Machinery.—For the output mentioned above the cartridge machinery will 

cost $301,000. This does not include motors, compressors, pumps, ete. 
’ Every creditable concern in America who wre equipped for the manufacture 
of cartridge machinery has been approached, and owing to the demand from ~ 
European countries for this type of machinery, the delivery on the most satis- 
factory proposition is from the Waterbury Farrell Foundry & Machine Co’y., 
Waterbury, Conn., who will ship machinery for half above output in six months, 
remainder in eight months, but in their proposal they hope to ship former in 
five and latter in seven months. 

I strongly recommend that the machinery should be purchased from this 
company, as they are the only firm in America who have had previous experience 
in this class of machinery, and this is substantially of the same type as at present 
in operation at the arsenal, and will lend itself to the more rapid training of oper- 
ators. The option on this machinery expires May Ist. 

Buldings.—The cost of buildings has not as yet been gone into for the rea- 
son that the site, local, natural resources, and desired output have first to be 
finally determined upon.

I beg to report that, in connection with the upkeep of H.M.C.S. ‘‘Niobe”’ 
and ‘‘Rainbow,’’ it was necessary subsequent to the outbreak of war to arrange 
for a complete new outfit of Admiralty pattern chain, anchor and shackles. 

As the patterns required are manufactured specially for the British Admi- 
ralty, it has been customary in the past to procure such supples through the 
Admiralty. Owing to the pressure of work due to the war, the Admiralty re- 
yuested in this case that the Department procure their requirements direct from 
the manufacturers, agreeing, however, to provide Inspectors to oversee the manu- 
facture and to conduct the necessary tests to ensure that all articles complied 
with the specifications. 

After enquiry it was learned that Messrs. N. Hingley & Sons, of Dudley, 
England, were large manufacturers and suppliers to the British Admiralty of 
the required material. An order was therefore, placed with them through their 
Canadian Agents, Messrs. Drummond, McCall & Co., the estimated value being 
$20,000.00. 

Certificates of inspection and test have been’ reoenee from the Admiralty 
for the quantities so far manufactured, and it is considered that the prices 
asked are fair and just, comparing favorably with prices given in the Admiralty 
Rate Book. 

It is submitted that payment of $20,000 for the supply of chain, anchors, 
ete., be authorized to Messrs. Drummond, /MceCall & Company, Limited, Montreal.

It 
is therefore thought desirable to confine purchases for immediate requirements to 
those whose vehicles have been tested, and who have the necessary materials and 
patterns. The manufacturers are willing to sell these machines to the Govern- 
ment at a price somewhat below the prices which they have been receiving for 
them from donators. 

» Owing to the conditions outlined, the Commission is not in a position to ask 
for tenders, but it is felt that the prices at which they can purchase the kitchens 
are fair and reasonable. 

- The Commission is informed that the kitchens supplied to Canadian Forces 
in England and at the front, which have been furnished by the War Office, cost 
more per vehicle than those which it is proposed to purchase in Canada.

With reference to our conversation of recent date respecting the new pro- 
- portion of spare parts for Colt guns as laid down in the hand book which has just 
been received from England, a fresh demand has been made and is submitted 
herewith, the Contract Demand dated 26th February being now cancelled. In 
submitting this new demand I would like to remark that the full equipment for 
the 250 guns up to the new War Office Schedule is now provided for with the 
following exceptions, viz. :— 
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‘i Boxes, feed; a separate demand for these will be submitted later, so soon 
as a satisfactory sample of the new standard recently received from England 
can be made. 

2. A few items under the heading of tools have been omitted as they properly 
belong to the Small Arms Section for which a demand will be prepared imme- 
diately. 

It should be noted, please, that the spare parts which are supplied with the 
gun by the Colt Gun Company, as gun equipment, have been taken into account 
when compiling this demand. 

As to feed belts—15,000 of these belts, that is 60 per gun for 250 guns, were 
recently demanded on C.D. 953, and they have been ordered from the Dominion 
Textile Company, but the new schedule authorizes only 26 belts per gun. In this 
respect may I mention that folio 12 of 46-14-11 of the 1st of May last increased 
the number of feed belts per gun to 40 and in the same file, folio 116, this propor: 
tion, was increased to 60 per gun. This number, however, would seem to be exces- 
sive as it is cut down, in the pamphlet above referred to, to 26 per gun. 


I would like to bring to your notice the heavy cost of this servicee—in pro-- 


viding spare parts for the Colt guns; the guns cost approximately one hundred 
and fifty-five thousand dollars, and the spare parts without the feed belts or 
feed boxes will cost one hundred and twenty-six thousand dollars. This ratio 
apples also to the demand for one thousand guns in H. Q. 466-16-48-A. 

May I point out that though Colt guns are asked for from England, possibly 
it is only on account of our having supplied so far with the Lewis only the light 


‘‘Lewis’’ tripod; therefore if each Lewis Gun (or a percentage) be provided © 


with a heavy service tripod additional to the other, possibly our present provision 

of ‘‘Lewis’’ guns will suffice for all purposes.

With reference to our conversation of recent date respecting the new pro- 
portion of spare parts for Colt Guns as laid down in the handbook which has just 
been received from England, a fresh demand has been made and is submitted 
herewith, the Contract Demand dated 26th February being now cancelled. In 
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submitting this new demand I would like to remark that the full equipment for 
the 250 guns up to the new War Office Schedule is now provided for with the fol- 
lowing exceptions, viz. :— 


1. Boxes, feed; a separate demand for these will be submitted later, so soon 
as a satisfactory sample of the new standard recently received from England 
can be made. 


2. A few items under the heading of tools have been omitted, as they pro- 
perly belong to the Small Arms Section, for which a demand will be prepared 
immediately. 


It should be noted, please, that the spare parts which are supplied with the 
gun by the Colt Gun Company as gun equipment, have been taken into account 
when compiling this demand. 

As to feed belts—-15,000 of these belts, that is 60 per gun for 250 guns, were 
recently demanded on C. D. 953, and they have been ordered from the Dominion 
Textile Company, but the new schedule authorizes only 26 belts per gun. In this 
respect may I mention that folio 12 of 461-4-11 of the lst of May last increased 
the number of feed belts per gun to 40, and in the same file, folio 116, this pro- 
portion was increased to 60 per gun. This number, however, would seem to be 
excessive as it is cut down, in the pamphlet above referred to, to 26 per gun. 

I would like to bring to your notice the heavy cost of this service—in pro- 
viding spare parts for the Colt Guns, the 250 guns cost approximately one hun- 
dred and fifty-five thousand dollars, and the spare parts without the feed belts 


or feed boxes will cost one hundred and twenty-six thousand dollars. This ratio ’ 


applies also to the demand for one thousand guns in H. Q. 466-16-48A. 

May I point out that though Colt guns are asked for from England possibly 
it is only on account of our having supplied so, as with the Lewis, only the 
light ‘‘Lewis’’ tripod; therefore if each Lewis gun (or a percentage) be provided 


with a heavy service tripod additional to the other, possibly our present provision . 


of ‘‘Lewis’’ guns will suffice for all purposes.

of the ammunition in any way. 


(3) The cost of the ammunition is appreciably less ($6,000) than for 
the same amount of service ammunition which will have to be used if this 
ammunition is not purchased.

Sir,—I have the honor to forward herewith accounts as marginally noted 
for your necessary action. These accounts have been held up pending the receipt 
of service requisitions. 

In explanation, I willinform you that a number of accounts were purchased 
on the authority of the O. C. of Units owing to a shortage of supplies in Medical 
Stores, M. D. 10. In other cases where units had detachments stationed, no in- 
formation was given this office, so that the necessary information could be for- 
warded nor were we informed by the O. C.’s who had this information at hand. 

The only information I had that troops were stationed at small places 
throughout the district was when I received the said accounts from the Com- 
vaanding Officers. In several instances, that of Regina, Saskatoon, Prince Albert, 
Moose Jaw, ete., the Commanding Officers and Medical Officers were notified not 
to purchase locally unless authorized to do so. The same explanation was given 
in each case, that the supplies were urgently required:
